K ennett, June 27.—C ircuit Judge 
John A. M cAnally has announced 
he will not order land owned 
by 
some 200 farm ers in D rainage Dis- 
tric No. 7, Dunklin County, to be 
sold for delinquent levee taxes un­ 
til the October term . 
The decis­ 
ion, he said, was made because in 
the summ er season 
the 
farm ers 
have no ready cash and in m any 
cases farm ers who otherw ise would 
be able to pay, m ight lose 
their 
farm s. 
Suit was 
brought 
in 
Circuit 
C ourt here to collect 
delinquent 
taxes on more than 200 farm s, the 
am ount of the judgm ents sought 
exceeding $50,000. 
The land 
is 
subject to legal action for collec­ 
tion w ithout the usual 
five-year 
tax paying privilege exercised by 
the M issouri law. 
The levee in D istrict No. 7 ex­ 
tends 15 m iles south from a point 
directly west 
of 
Campbell, 
and 
protects more than 70,000 acres of 
cotton and corn land from inunda­ 
tion by floods from the St. F ran­ 
cis River. 
It was 
completed 
in 
1029 following a disastrous flood, 
and prevents 
flood 
w aters from 
breaking across the county

joining the L ittle River drainage 
ditches and entering Big Lake at 
the intersection of M issouri 
and 
A rkansas S tate lines.

Although the adage that a cat 
can look at a king may be true, 
the animal is yet without a coun­ 
try, game conservationists

out, and may be summarily dealt 
with an outlaw. 
Under the law 
no one owns a cat, which is class­ 
ed as a predatory animal and can 
be dealth with as such when en­ 
dangering property or the com­ 
mon welfare. 
Owners of cats can­ 
not be held responsible for dam­ 
age their pets do, the courts have 
held. 
Although Missouri is not in the 
m illing business, she is the owner 
of three mills which even today 
are equipped to grind grain.

In the summer come the “dog 
days”, so-called because for many 
years it was believed 
that 
the 
danger from mad dogs was great­ 
er in summer than at any 
other 
time. 
Of course, there is no good 
evidence to support this point of 
view, but bits of mad dogs can take 
place at any time. 
They are like­ 
ly to be more frequent from April 
to September than from October 
to March, because dogs run loose 
more often and more generally in 
the spring and summer time than 
they do in the winter. 
In a recent consideration of this 
subject, the commissioner of health 
of Oklahoma found that the State 
laboratory examined 374 heads of 
animals that transmitted rabies or 
hydrophobia during the first half 
of 1932, and 169 of the 
animals 
concerned were found to be infect­ 
ed with the disease. 
When a mad dog bites another 
dog or another animal or a hu­ 
man being, the disease is trans­ 
mitted by the salvia which con­ 
tains the poisonous virus. 
The time when the disease 
at­ 
tacks is from 14 days on, the av­ 
erage period in man necessary for 
the development of the disease be­ 
ing 40 days. 
Rabies is primarily 
a disease of dogs; however, it can 
also affect any other animal. Con­ 
trary to common belief, it is rare 
in cats. 
Health officers 
now 
recognize 
that it is the stray and homeless 
dog that is more frequently 
re­ 
sponsible for 
transmitting 
this 
disease. 
The dog that is kept in a 
good 
home is usually watched careful­ 


ly, kept from contact with savage 
dogs, and not so likely to be in­ 
volved as the one that runs free. 
However, any dog may 
suddenly 
bite a human being under provoca­ 
tion or without provacation. 
Because of the terrible possibil­ 
ities of rabies there i3 only one 
course to follow after a dog bite— 
the annimal should be penned 
up 
or kept secured for at least 
ten 
days, during which time it 
will 
either die or develop symptoms of 
hydrophobia if it has that disease. 
Should the animal show symptoms, 
the Pasteur treatment should 
be 
begun immediately. 
In case a person has been bitten 
on the face, neck or head, it is ad­ 
visable to begin the Pasteur treat­ 
ment at once without even wait­ 
ing to see whether or not the an­ 
imal develops symptoms because 
of the special danger associated 
with bites ia their regions. 
Far too often when police are 
called to kill a dog suspected • of 
hydrophobia the dog is shot in the 
head or the head crushed with 
a 
club. 
This should not be done be­ 
cause it is difficult for a labora­ 
tory to make a satisfactory 
ex­ 
amination when the brain has been 
injured. 
The diagnosis is 
made 
by finding the Negri 
bodies 
in 
stained specimens taken from 
the 
brain.

Because of the terrible possibil­ 
ities of rabies there is only one 
course to follow after a dog bite 
the annimal should be penned 
up 
or kept gecured for a t least 
ten 
days, during which time it 
will 
either die or develop symptoms of 
hydrophobia if it has that disease. 
Should the animal show symptoms, 
the Pasteur treatm ent should 
be 
begun immediately. 
In case a person has been bitten 
on the face, neck or head, it is ad­ 
visable to begin the Pasteur treat­ 
m ent at once without even wait­ 
ing to see whether or not the an­ 
imal develops symptoms because 
of the special danger associated 
with bites ia their regions. 
Far too often when police are 
called to kill a dog suspected • of 
hydrophobia the dog is shot in the 
head or the head crushed with

club. This should not be done be­ 
cause it is difficult for a labora­
